London Committee of Deputies of the 
British Jews, of which Sir Moses Montefiore, 
Bart., F.R.S., was a member for nearly fifty 
years, and of which he was President from 
the year 1841 until the month of August last, 
it has been determined to RAISE a MEMO- 
RIAL, with a view of perpetuating the noble 
and most arduous services rendered by him, 
both at home, and in distant countries, in 
vindicating on so many memorable occasions 
the rights of his co-religionists and in pro- 
tecting and assisting the suffering and 
oppressed without distinction of creed or 
nationality. 


This venerated champion of our Faith 
having been invited to indicate the nature 
and character of the Memorial which would 
be most congenial to his own feelings and 
would, at the same time be likely to meet 
with general approval, suggested an under- 
taking for pemeney improving the con 
dition of the Jews of the Holy Land by the 
promotion of industrial pursuits, the erection 
of improved dwellings and the acquisition 
and cultivation of land on a moderate scale, 
strongly urging at the same time that the 
Funds which might be raised should be entirely 
devoted to the encouragement of those who 
were anxious to help themselves, and that no 
part whatever should be applied to alms- 
giving. 

These suggestions were carefully considered 
by the Board, and were unanimously approved 
of, the Deputies forming themselves into a 
Committee of the whole Board (with’ power 
to add to their number), for the purpuse of 
carrying the proposed object into effect, 


‘The extent, and,in some degree the character 
of what will be ultimately undertaken will 
neccessarily depend upon the amount which 
may be contributed, and all details must 
therefore be reserved for future consideration 


It is confidently hoped that the friends of 
Humazity throughout the world and all those 
whose hearts are animated with the ove of 
Zion, will liberally and cordially co-operate 
towards the success of an undertaking which 
must he dear to them, alike on account of the 
hallowed nature of the object it is indeed to — 
effect, and the high admiration they, in com- 
mon with the world as large, entertain towards 
him in whose honor it is proposed, and whose — 
name it is intended to commemorate.

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JEWISH BALL AT SHEFFIELD. 


[BY TELEGRAPH. ] 
‘ SHEFFIELD, THURSDAY MORNING. 

‘Lhe Sheffield Jewish Bal), which bas now become an annual institution, 
took place last night under very favourable auspices. The magnificent Banquet 
Room of the Cutler's Hall was well filled by a company numbering about 500, 
who evidently appreciated what was considered the best conducted gathering 
of the season in Sheffield. Numerous local notabilities were present including 
the Master Cutler and Lady, Colonels Mackenzie, Singleton, Bickers and other 
officers and many meinbers of distiaguished families. There were also present, 
besides the priacipal members of the Jewish congregation of Sheffield, many 
Jewish visitors from other towns. The committee were unremitting in their 
attention to secure the comfort of their guests. All the arrangements were 
satisfactorily carried out. . 

The Ball was held in aid of the funds of the Jewish Congregational School of 
Sheffield. Although it is not yet exactly known to what extent the funds of 
the school will be benefited, it ia understood that there will be a considerable 
accretion to the funds through the generous aid of those who attended the 
Ball. 


THE MOSES MONTEFIORL TESTIMONIA?. 
In last Saturday's Ve/eqraph an admirably eloquent leader appeared 


referring to the proposed Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial. We were not mistaken 
in stating that the name of Sir Moses Montefiore is as greatly honoured by 
Christians as by Jews, 7 

“ Lovinag-kindness,”” says the Talmnd, “isa greater than laws: and the charities of life more than 
all ceremonies.” If this be true, rood men are of one religion. and Christians as much as Jews ough; 
to be interested in the memorial which it is proposed to raise to perpetuate the boundless benevolence 
and unsparing exertions in the canse of freedom and humanity that are connected with the name of 
“ir Moses Montefiore, The London Committee of the Deputies of British Jews, of which for nearly 
fifty years the venerable Baronet has been President, lately resolved that such-a memorial ecght to 
he instituted to record “the noble and arduous services rendered by him, both at home and in distant 
eountries. in vindicating on so many memorable oecasions the rights of his co-religionists, and in 
protecting and assisting the suffering and oppressed withont distinction of creed or nationality.” 
More than three thousand neunds were contributed at this meeting or upon the first list of subscrib-. 
tions, and there can be little doubt that the fund, of which Messrs. Rothschilds’ House is the 
appointed recipient, will soon be magnified to dimensions worthy of the good and great-hearted man 
who, equally as a citizen of Encland and as a member of his own community, has, by his blameles* 
life, done so much to obliterate distinctions between them. — In turn Sheriff of London, High Sheriff 


of Kent, and Baronet of the United Kingdom, Sir Moses is “an Englishman first of all,” and his alms. 


gcivings have never known any difference of race and creed; but he hasalways faithfully linked his 
worldly suecesses with his ancient faith, and wherever his co-religionists live there he is loved and 
revered as a leader of his people. It is characteristic, therefore, that when the project of a memoria} 
was submitted to Sir Moses by the Committee, he should have desired that the monument should be 
established in some work of lasting utility for Paleatine.. In accepting the tribute offered, he 
euegested that it should take the form of ah undertaking for permanently amectiorating the condition 
of the Jews in the Holy Land by the promotion of industrial pursuits, the erection of improved 
dwellings, and the dequisition and cultivation of land on a moderate scale; wishing at the same 
time thatthe funds to be raised should be entirely devoted to the encouragement of those who were 
anxious to help themselves, and that no part whatever should be applied to mere almegiving. We 
see the wisdom as well as the fidelity and piety of the aged Baronet in this suggestion, and it has been 
unanimously adopted by the Committee in principle, the details naturally depending upon the 
amount which may be contributed, Now, we do not hesitate to tell the community to which Sir 
Moses specially belongs, that they ought to make this fund a princely one. It would be quite impos. 
sible toimagine a worthicr object towards which their undoubted wealth con)d flow forth than thus at 
once to help their brethren in the Holy City and its vicinity,and to commemorate for ever the virtnes 
of one whose courage has been as dauntiess as his humanity was wide. For Jews most—but not at aly 
for Jews alone—has this rich and eminent man risen over and over again from his easy chair, and 
taken fatiguing and perilous journeys that he might persuade or shame the oppressor to desist from 
persecution. At an age when most would look upon the duties of life as long ago finishéd, this 
fearless and faithful philanthropist has again and again departed. with no other safeguard or 
strength except the dignity of his silver hairs and the weight of his world-Known character ; while 
at each journey crnel laws bave been abolished in deference to him, and half-savage countries like 


- Morocco and Koumania have submitted themselves to his spirit of compassion, and have learned 


justice and. mercy from. his lips, It must not be, therefore, by any common scale of contri- 
butions that those to whom he is such an honour should measure their duty in establishine the 
memorial, If it is to come up te the stature of this noble nature—if it isto betoken what Sir Moses 
Montefiore has wrought in his lifetime to make poor Jews free.and rich ones respected ; if it is to 
prove how this race can spend its gold when a just purpose is proposed—then we say.the “ Moses 
Montefiore Testimonial’ ought to be made something very large and liberal indeed—something that 
shall truly make the good old man’s name “ blessed in Israel.’ wot 

It is, indeed, already biessed there, as every traveller in the East must well know. In that dark 
and mean quarter of Jerusalem, between Mount Sion and Moriah—the Harat-el-Yahoud—where the 
Jews are compelled to live, and where the poor ill-built exteriors sometimes, though rarely, conceal 
homes of luxury and wealth—-there walks no inhabitant who does not know and revere the name fo 
Sir Moses. There is none among those sad men and women who once a week beat their breasts under 
the stones of what was formerly the Temple of the Glory of the Lord but in his prayer for the “ friend 
of Jerusalem" bethinks him of the English Baronet, His titke—with its soft Italian suggestion of a 
“flowery hill,” set high above the low levels of race and creed jealousies to be a pleasant sign of 
human brotherhood-—is in the mouths of swarthy boys and girls with the physiognomy of Joseph 
and Miriam, who know no other single word of Frankish speech, The Bedouin of the desert ha®* 
heard about the good old English gentleman, and, repeating his hundred charities in the land, mut- 
ters, against.his wont when any Jew is mentioned, “ Allah shall give him peace.’’ Moslem, Armenian, 
Greek and Latin, who fight like dogs together in the “ City of Peace,’ unite to speak respectfully of 
the venerable benefactor; and when rain was wanting lately, and Jerusalem had famine in her 
narrow streets, they joined the people of his own communion in petitioning Sir Moses Montefiore to 
send them all help. Many of the happy dead who sleep in the wilderness of tombs under 
the shadow of that which was once the Temple of Solomon, awaiting, according to their pathetic 
belief, the: day when “He shallcome up to the Valley of Jehoshaphat, and judge the nation, 
round about’’—owe their much-desired repose in that sacred earth to the charity of the Saronet. 


~ here are, too, numbers who now live by his bounty, for whoever turns to the left hand 


on emerging from the Jaffa gate will come to a suburb of neat whitewashed houses, built for 
the shelter of indigent Jews ; and every camel-driver from the coast, every water-carrier filling his 
skins in the pool’of Gihon, well Knows that Sir Moses Montefiore built those asylums, It it not flat. 
tery but fact and history thus to record how his name and deeds are already blended with the 
sacred soil. Yet all this he has wrought as part merely of his many good acts towards all sorts and 
conditions of men, They furnish a wide foundation for that which his co-religionists may now effec 
in hisname ; and we cannot see how any among them could resist the eloquent words used in the 
Great Synagogne last month by their Chief Rabbi. Dr. Adler said : “ You are aware that a testimonial 
js to be raised to perpetuate his noble deeds. Do not forget those great and undying works which he has 
achieved and which fill the work jth hisname. He was your champion, and the champion of huma- 
nity. Show that you appreciate ®$0d deeds and are mindful of the renown he has won. Say not, We 
ivein England ; Englands oar Jerusajem. However much you love your own country, you must not 
be unmindful of the cfifMe of your race: your bosoms must burn with patriotic fire for the native 
shores of your fathers. De not leave your brethren to perish; you are your brother's keeper. I call 
you to a duty in which every one may have his share. Do it for Israel's, for the Holy Land's sake. 
Their disgrace is your disgrace ; their honour is your honour.” 

But Englishmen would like to see—and jndeed, are glad to see—Christian as well as Jewish 


names upon the fast-growing list of these contributories, The Committee of the Testimonial say: 


* It is confidently hoped that the friends of humanity thronghout the world, as well as all those 
whose hearts are animated with the love of Zion, will liberally and cordially co-operate towards the

Jerusalem is not more his or theirs than ours; it belongs by undying 
and sacred associations to Christendom, If there could be one more beautiful blossom in the crown 
ef pity which this good Baronet wears we fancy it would result from finding that men of all creeds 
united to make his name the reason for a common enterprise of charity. The subscriptions extended 
thus, we should also like to see the idea of the commemoration enlarged by adding to what is done 
in Palestine some monument of his good works in this land also, But in either as well as in both 
the liberality of his Christian fellows-countrymen would be most happily united with that of his 
own people. There is a famous passage by an eminent living statesman, which runs: “The time 
will come when the vast communities and countless myriads of America and Australia, looking upon 
Europe as Europe now looks upon Greece, and wondering how so small a space could have achieved 
such great deeds, will still find music in the songs of Zion and solace in the parable. of Galilee.” Ho 
who penned this was Mr. Disraeli, now Premier of England, and we do not know a time more in need 
than the present of unsectarian unity, or a hame better suited to charm away old and narrow pre 
judices than that of Montefiore.

We have received the fifth Report of the Jewish Convalescent Home. Two 
years have elapsed since the issue of the last Report? Why a Report was not 
jssued last year we know not. ‘Ihe “new children’s wing” has been erected at a 
comparatively trifling cost (£1,100). Great economy has evidently been practised 
We are delighted that the new arrangement of the premises provides a play. 
ground for the young convalescents, a great desideratum. This “ Children’s 
Home” will be opened next spring. The donors must be pleased that the money 
will extend the benefits of the institution to indigent Jewish children. 138 
inmates were received in the Home in the year 1873, and’ 120 in the year 1874, 
The decrease is principally attributable to the fact that the institution was closed 
for several weeks in the spring. This admirable, truly useful and well managed 
institution should be very generously supported. It is one of the best institu- 
tions in the community. 


BOARD OF GUARDIANS, 
[COMMUNICATED. ] 


The ordinary meeting of the Board of Guardians was held on Monday, 15th 
inst., the President inthe Chair, 

The Presipent announced that Mr. Francis H. Lucas had accepted the office 
of joint ‘'reasurer with Mr. N. M. de Rothschild, M.P. 

Messrs. S. A. Green and Harris, two of the delegates of the Jewish Home, 
were introduced and took their seats at the Board, 

Letters were read from the Jewish Home thanking the Board for the use of 
their Board-room for meetings, and from the United Synagégue intimating the 
resignation by Mr. A. I. Boss of his position as delegate to the Board from the 
United Synagogue. | 

The PresipeNT announced that an additional sum of £740 had been received 
since the last meeting in response to his annual appeal, and that the special 


appeal sent to non-contributors by Mr. Hyman Abrahams, Chairman of 
the Canvassing Committee, had resulted in the addition of about eighty new sub- 


‘ scribers. Thanks were voted to Mr. Hyman Abrahams. The salary of the junior 


clerk, pursuant to notice, was raised to £104 per annum. 

Mr. F. D. Mocatra, President of the Jewish Home, introduced the case of 
some children who had for some time been inmates of the Home. These the 
Home Committee desired to remove, as their residence at the Home was incom- 
patible with its service as an asylum for the aged. The Committee of Jews’ 
Hospital had agreed to receive one boy on the same terms and conditions as 
children removed thither under the Pauper Removal Acts.. Mr. Mocatta proposed 
that the Board should, as in the case of these children, supplement the subvention 


‘to be paid by the Home, and give the required guarantees. The consideration of 


the question was adjourned. ; 

The reports of the committees for the year were brought up. On the report 
of the Industrial Committee, attention was drawn to the insufficient number 
of applications in various branches of its work. It was resolved that the 
Industrial Committee be asked to report whether apprentices were prevented 
from applying by want of means during apprenticeship, and whether this could 
be remedied by granting larger premiums so as to procure better wages or by 
payment to the parent. On the report of the Visiting Committee, it was sug- 
gested that in addition to recipients of allowances, regularly visited by the Com- 
mittee, some of the casual applicants should occasionally be brought in contact 
with them. Mr. F. D. Mocatta, Chairman of the Committee, undertook to repre- 
sent the views of the Board to the Committee, and to report the result. On the 
report of the medical officers, it was resolved to call the attention ‘of the Medical 
Committee to the apparently insufficient provision for medical attendance shown 
by the report of the average number of visits purporting to be made by one 
officer, many being severe cases. The Committee were requested to report as to 
the sufficiency of attendance. — 

The reports of the Committees were passed, also the balance-sheet. 

The annual report of the Board was considered and adopted, and ordered to 
be circulated as usual, and the annual meeting was fixed for Sunday, 28th inst. at 
Central Synagogue Chambers. . 

Votes of thanks were passed to the auditors, to the committees, &c., with an 
especial acknowledgment to Dr. A. Brandt, Secretary of the Industrial Committee. 

The annual vote of £100 in aid of the Workrooms was ordered to be paid.

JEWISH WORKING MEN’S CLUB AND INSTITUTE. 


On Saturday evening last Mr. G@. D. Hooper delivered a lecture on “Com. 
merce” at the Jewish Working Men’s Club and Institute, Hutchison Street, 
Aldgate. Mr. Sidney Woolf had engaged to deliver a lecture on Saturday even- 
ing at the Institute, but owing to severe indisposition which confined him to hi 
bed, he was unable to fulfil his engagement. Mr. Hooper’s services were sough ¢ 
at the last moment, and he very kindly consented to address the members. Several 
members of the ‘“ Euterpian Glee Party,” also rendered good service in providing 
an efficient programme for the large audience. 


Mr. Hooper, who was received with much applause, proceeded after a few 
introductory words, to deliver a most interesting address on Commerce, giving a 
lucid explanation or the causes of commercial prosperity asillustrated by the history 
of various countries. The lecturer said: Living as we do in the creat central 
capital of the commercial world, it must surely be a study of more than ordinary 
interest to us citizens of London to consider the causes of commercial prosperity, 
to trace their operation in different times and places, as shown by the course of 
history and the rise and fall of nations. The history of Commerce is concurrent 
with civilization itself. Many are the problems which Commerce presents well 
worthy of our study. Why do the various countries of the globe so differ from 
each other in wealth, comfort and prosperity, and the same countries at diferent 
periods of time ? How is it that the proudest nations of antiquity are now but 
a memory embalmed in history; that they whose names were of world-wide 
fame, whose wares filled every market, and whose marts were busy with the hum 
of trade, have lost their old renown, and have become the shadow of their former 


selves? And what are the reasons that have ennobled the race of Europe, now 


leading the march of the world to build up a glorious fabric of prosperity, 
excelling the greatness of old, and more than-eclipsing the grandeur of the 
mightiest nations of the past. Mr. Hooper then proceeded to explain at length 
the several causes upon which commercial prosperity depends, viz., soil varying 
from the sandy desert of Sahara to the fertile plains of the Mississippi, which 
“if tickled with a hoe, will laugh a harvest ;’ climate, “natural furniture,” 
means of communication, energy of labour, security, extent of man’s power oyer 
Nature, technical skill of workmen, moral and intellectual state of the 
— and combination of labour, &c. The lecturer pointed out the ennobling 
qualities of commerce, how some of the most honoured names among the 
ancients were traders. Among the lessons which the lecturer pointed out were 
deduced from reflections on the value of Commerce were that commerce teaches 
men their common dependence upon God, their brotherhood in mutual wants ; 
their friendliness in mutual help. Commerce increases the enjoyments of life ty 
placing at the disposal of a country the products of all other climes in return for 
its own. It supplies an incentive to labour and offers an inducement to adven- 


‘turers to explore the earth, so that piece by piece the world is brought : 


into. further requisition to minister to the increasing wants of man. It 
indirectly expands the mind, invigorates the heart, stimulates patriotiem and 
ennobles man by his intercourse with his fellow man; and as the superseder of 
wars, commerce binds together the peoples of the world into one great family 
of nations, making interest and duty combine to promote goodwill and to bring 
about the coming of that happy time when all the world shall be at peace and 
wars shall be no more. (Loud applause). 

At the conclusion of the eloquent remarks of the lecturer,a cordial vote of 
thanks was passed to him on the motion of Mr. Fay, seconded by Mr. Asner 
GREEN.’ 

_. An entertainment-followed, in which the members of the “Euterpian 
Glee Party,” gave in excellent style several glees ; and some members of the Insti- 
tution also sang a few songe. 


On Monday evening, Mr. Istbore SpieLMANN C.E., delivered a lecture at the 
Institute on ‘Steam and the Steam Engine.” The lecture was illustrated by 
numerous cleverly drawn diagrams and by valuable working models, which 
materially assisted the lecturer in explaining the technical portions of his 
address. Inthe preparation of the diagrams and the working of the large 
models, Mr. SriELMANN was ably assisted by Mr. Fred. Hyam. 

Mr. Spr1ELMANN—who was very cordially received—prefaced his remarks by 
saying that this was the first Jecture he had ever delivered. 
to give an interesting history of the invention of the steam engine, illustrated by 
diagrams. Detaiied descriptions were given of the component parts. of 
various descriptions of steam engines, the verbal explanations of the lecturer 
being assisted by diagrams and sectional models. Mr. Spielmann then proceeded 
to show the numerous improveients which have been effected in steam engines ; 
and this portion of the lecture was illustrated by some highly finished working 
models. The working of one very large working model ot a locomotive afforded 
much interest to the audience. There was also exhibited the model of a hori- 
zontal eagine with vertical boiler, which had been made by Mr. Spielmann him- 
self. Want of ‘space precludes us from giving a summary of the admirable 
lecture. Mr. Spielmann exhibited a intimate acquaintance with the subject of his 
address, and showed that he did not require any special“ cramming” for the 
oceasion—he being a working engineer himself... We. anticipate that, although a 
very young man, he gives promise of being a worthy disciple of those great 


-apostles of modern: civilization—Watt, Stephenson, Maudslary and Brunel, 


The lecture seemed to give immense delight to the large audience. The room 
was inconveniently crowded. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, Mr. M. Fay moved a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Spielmann which was seconded by Mr. Exuis A. FRank ty, and carried by 
acclamation. 

A vote of thanks to the Cuarrman (Mr. Sydney M. Samuel) coneluded the 
proceedings. 
| We understand that Mr. Spielmann has been invited, and has consented, to 
repeat the lecture early in March, under the auspices of the Committee for pro- 
viding Free Lectures to Jewish Working Men and their Families. 


On Saturday evening Mr. Sydney M. Samuel will read the “ Cricket on the 
Hearth” at the Institute. On Sunday Mr. George 8. Joseph will open a debate 
upon the subject “ That the principle of the present law of master and servant 
with regard to imprisonment for breach of contract 1s not in accordance with 
justice.”

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MR. ELLIS A. DAVIDSON ON “LIFE IN THE SEA.” 


Mr. Ellis A. Davidson delivered a lecture on behalf of the Association for 
Lecrures to “Jewish Working Men and their Families” at the Jews’ Infant 
School on Sunday last. His theme was “ Life in the Sea.” Notwithstanding 
the inclemency of the weather there was a large attendance. : 

The Rev. A. L. Green presided. 

The CHAIRMAN in opening the proceedings said that he considered it his duty 
to call attention to a fact which the audience should consider with a great dea] 
of setisfaction. Mr. Davidson was not prepared to lecture that evening nor was 
it intended by the committee to ask him to render his services again. But when 
he (the speaker) told them that Mr. Davidson was going to lecture instead of 
another gentleman, he felt sure that they would appreciate Mr. Davidson's 
kindness, for the lectures which he gave them were specially intended for their 
gratification and instruction. (Applause.) 

In commencing his lecture Mr. Davipsox briefly referred to the fashion 
which has recently obtained, of men of science speaking patronizingly of the 
Bible, and saying that it was all very well ‘or time and place, but that “ we know 
better now.” Geology, he said, was often brought forward to prove that the order of 
creation as described in the first chapter of Genesis could not be true, He thought 
that to follow fashion might serve the purpose of some, but he for one dared to 
stand up in opposition to any fashion not founded in truth, and he therefore 
took his stand on God’s word, the Bible—the rock of ages; and, instead of 
referring to it cursorily, he should take that very first chapter as his text, and 
should work out its various phases serictim. The lecturer then, starting from 
the words, In the beginning God created the heavens and the earth, graphically 
described “ chaos’ when the earth was without form and void; but even then 
the spirit of God hovered over the face of the waters. Then said God, “ Let 
there be light,” and there was light. The reign of Fire appeared. All was ina 
molten condition, and the seething mass rolled in illimitable space. Then went 
forth the mighty fiat—Let there be an expanse in the midst of the waters, and 
let it make a division between the waters that are above and the waters that are 
below the firmament. Then said God, Let the waters that are under the heaven 
be gathered together, and let the dry land appear. And ‘thus we come to the 
reign of water. The fire was quenched, the molten mass solidified, and the 
granite rocks, the lowest of all, were formed, and in these we find no vestiges of 
animal or vegetable life whatever, for how could animals or plants have existed 
in the midst of fire? And below granite we find nothing but fire which occasion- 
ally bursts through fissures in the form of volcanoes. The waters began to flow 
from the highest to the lowest parte, and thus we find in the summits of the 
highest rocks in Egypt the fossil remains of the Nummulite which is an animal 
enclosed in numerous shells, and which is found at the bottom of the sea, thus 


. showing that these rocks hundreds of feet high were once the bed of the. ocean. 


As the waters flowed on, the matter they brought with them was deposited on 
the still hot mass, and being melted, became when cooled the substance we now 
know as slate, which is found in the granite rocks. The earth then brought 
forth its vegetation, and the light of fire having been extinguished, God placed 
luminaries in the heavens to light, to guide, to warm us, and to be for signs and 
for seasons, for days and for years. Then. said the Mighty One, Let the waters 
bring forth abundantly the moving creature that hath life, and the fowl that 
may fly above the earth in the open face of the expanse of heaven; and now, 
when we have penetrated into the depths of the earth we find fossil remains of 
fishes, creeping things, and of the Pterodactyle—a flying animal. This was the 
reign of Fishes. And asthe retiring waters deposited their mud and silt, the 
ground was too soft to bear mammalia whose legs proceding at right angles to 
their body and which would thus have sunk by their own weight and thus the 
mighty Creator sent the reign of reptiles some of which are wholly without legs, 
the true “creeping things,” whilst the others have their legs spread out hori- 
zontally as the crocodile, so that they shamble along rather than walk. Then 
came the reign of mammalia when the earth was hardened to bear them, and 
when the tree whose seed was in itself had brought forth its fruit for their food. 
And when all was complete, man was created in the image of God—and God saw 
all that He had made and behold it was very good. Then was His glorious 
Sabbath ordained. The order of creation, therefore, as told in the Bible agrees 
recisely with the “ book of the rocks,” the pages of which cannot be misplaced 
yy men however much their own arguments may be distorted or changed to 
corroborate their expressed opinions. Mr, Davidson then said that the world 
might really be considered a world of waters, since the proportion of water was 
so very large as compared with the lind. Thus if the whole earth were divided into. 
1,000 parts,f734 would be water and 266 land, or nearly ? of the whole world would 
be water. The waters in receding rushed down the sides of mountains, leaving, 


however, great pools or lakes at the summits. These charged by continuous | 


rains become full aid overflow, thus causing the rivers which flow on for ever 
and ever. “They flow on for ever.” Yet in the words of the preacher: 
$719 ONT) OV O°997 2a: All rivers flow into the sea yet is the 
sea not full.” The rivers percolating the differently composed rocks, carry with 
them some of the composing matter, and thus we have chalybeate water 
containing iron, saline water containing salt, calcareous water containing chalk, 
siliceous water or that containing particles of flint. Such masses of water must, said 
the lecturer, be fully peopled with life, and thus we find myriads of animals 
sporting in the deep, magnificiently coloured, graceful in their movements, each 
adapted by its special organization tq live and move happily and easily in 
precisely that sphere to which God has assigned it. Commencing at the point 
where the plant merges into the animal, Mr. Davidson described and sketched 
the zoophytes ; taking the madrepores and corals as the types, explaining the 
mode of working of the tiny animals to whom the world is so much indebted and 
describing also the method of dredging for coral in the Mediterranean, He next 
described the formation of the monad or smallest atom having life in the sea 
the infusoria, the amecha, the sponge and its development into flint, the 
foramenifera or microscopic animals living in tiny shells with holes in them and 
the polycystina whose shells are similarly formed, but of a different substance. 


‘To these animals whose shells are the component particles of the finest sand 


such as we find on the shores of Hastings, and better still at Barbadoes, the 
great mass of rocks must be ascribed. Thus the greater portion of the stone of 
which Paris is built is formed by the milliola and in the common article of 
trade known as tripoli powder, there are forty-one thousands of millions of such 
shells in each square inch of the rock in Bohemia from which it is obtained. 
Frem another series of rocks in Scandinavia, the berg-mehl or mountain flour 
which is used as food by the natives has a similar origin. The lecturer next 


rocee ded to sketch the star fishes, the medusw, &c, and described the eanse of | 


the luminousness of the sea. He then drew or rather built up a fish, commencing 


with the stomach ; showing how the food enters and is converted into blood, 
how the heart having only two chambers produces imperfect or cold blood, how the 
ganglions or brain act and are conveyed along the body, how the blood is aétated by 
passing over gills instead of lungs, the method of swimming, the general skeleton, 
thescale, &c, Mr. Davidson then divided the fishes into cartilaginous and bony, and 
sketched the sturgeon and shark, aud described the ~ 2 and ray, &c., astypes of 
the first division, giving an account of the modes of life and the commercial products 
obtained from the sturgeon and others of its clase. He then passed on to the 
bony fishes, and described the remora or sucking fish, the chetadons and shoot- 
ing fishes, the angler, the saw and sword fishes, giving detailed accounts of the 
mode of life of each. He then described the perch, the climbing fish of Ceylon, 
the cod, haddock, whiting, the carp, explaining the absurdity of buying carp 
which have been artificially kept alive, after being some days out of water, 
and proving that such fish is unhealthy as food. He next passed on to salmon, 
mackerel, turbot, halibut, plaice, flukes, flounders, dabs and soles, and afterwards 
gave an account of herrings, pilchards, sprata, sardines and anchovies. The 
lecturer then described the whale, the great aquatic mammalia, and then gave 
an account of seals, the morse, seaelephant. Lie concluded with a description 
of true amphibia, explaining their characteristics; the real meaning of the 
term seems carrying the life in the sea up to the point where the animals become 
fitted to live both in water and on land. In closing, Mr. Davidson said : I have thus 
given you a slight idea of a phase of creatiov, which may perhaps be new to many 
of you. I have salearaanel to show you how perfect and how continuous is the 
work of the Mighty Ruler of all. By His will the waters, which were gathered 
together in the earliest period, deposited matter of which the palaces of Nineveh, 
the halls of the Pharaohs, the Pyramid and Sphinx, the temples of the Greeks, 
the aquaducts of the Romans, the cathedrals of the middle ages, and the magni- 
ficent modern City of Paris have been erected, whilst the tiny coral aninial was 
even then at work building up the isles of the sea. Throughout the work so 
graphically and so truthfully described in the Bible, the All-seeing be 
watched over, the all-directing Hand guided, then as now and as ever, the 
operations of nature, in accordance with Divine foresight and mercy. All crea- 
tion bows to Him as its Creator; everything He has made owns Him as its 
Maker ; and I feel that that science, which teaches merely of the origin and chemical 
composition of creation, which speaks of “ nature” instead of “ nature's God,” is 
hurtful rather than beneficial. Science is only another term for God's wisdom ; 
and as the painters of old knelt before their blank canvas, and asked His blessing 
on the work they were about to commence, so should we approach our study in 
a prayerful, truth-seeking spirit, seeing God and thinking of God, at home ani 
abroad, on land and on sea, for He rules all, So says the Psalmist ; “ the floods 
lift up their voice ; the floods lift up their roaring waves. Yet mightier art 
thou, O Lord! in the high heavens, than the voice of the assembled waters— 
the powerful breakers of the ocean. Thy testimonies are very sure ; holiness 
shall adorn Thy House, O Lord! to the utmost length of days.” 


Mr. H. Sot, Myers in proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said he 
would ask the audience to join him in showing their appreciation of the religious, 
scientific, demonstrative and festive lecture with which they had been treated. 
The lecture was religious because its starting point, like that of all Mr. David- 
son’s lectures, was to show the relations which existed between the Creator and 
the created. It was scientific because Mr. Davidson had shown them the scien- 
tific principles on which the Creator had carried out His work. It was demon- 
strative because he had clearly and minutely shown every point on which he 
had dilated ; and it was festive because they must. all have considered it a feast 
to look at the fish Mr. Davidson had drawn, though they could not eat them. 


The Rev. CHAIRMAN in putting Mr. Myers’ proposition to the vote said that 
the members of the Committee were delighted that the vote of thanks had 
emanated from the body of the room. They were desirous that working men 
should participate in, and promote the success of, the Jectures. He would say of 
Mr. Davidson that he wished they had a few more like him, and neither he (the 
speaker) nor Mr. Davidson would be satisfied till some member, male or female, 
of the working class, should stand on the platform and address his or her class 
on their wants, and which they themselves best know how to supply. 

The vote of thanks was passed by acclamation, 


Mr. Eviis A. Davipson in returning thanks said he was always happy to 
come forward and give his services to the working classes. He made it a rule 
never tg give the Jewish working men anything secondhand. There was one 
point on which he wished to say a few words, They had now a Jewish 
Working Mens’ Club. The committee of the lectures were acting in good spirit 
and in concord with that excellent institution, But there one point unsolved ; 
and that was how were they te teach the boys. The Working Mens’ Club for 
reasons best known to themselves, said that boys were not to be admitted as 
members till they were no longer boys. The committee of the lectures did the 
next thing to it and refused admittance to boys unless accompanied by grown 
up persons. Some organization was necessary by which there might be 
instituted some lectures for boys and girls, He would like to try an experiment 
with boys only and give a lecture on some particular trade, on tools, woods, 
metals and their uses, so as to lead boys to other trades than those few in which 
they were at present engaged. It was a great mistake to advertise for masters 
for Jewish boys to enter into some light trade. Why should Jewish boys who 
were generally strong not go into heavy trades? He would not rest till the 
working classes had entered iuto trades which should bring honour to them 
while they also brought honour to their trades, (Cheers.) 


KosHER Mear Suprty general meeting of the shareholders 
of the Kosher Meat Supply Association was held at the offices of the Board of 
Guardians on Wednesday last. Mr. Samuel Montagu, Chairman of the Board 
of Directors, presided. The report and accounts were adopted. It was stated 
that the trade of the Association is steadily increasing. The trading of the past 
year amounted to £20,000. The report spoke in praise of the progress made by 
the Association since its management had been confided to Mr. Hermann Tasch.

JEWISH MUSIC. 

[FROM THE FRENCH OF THE REV. M. NAUMBOURG. | 
(Continued), 

V.—TITLES OF THE PSALMS. 

Titles and superscriptions are often found at the commencement of the 
Psalms, and they seem to indicate musical terms. Several essays have been 
written on this subject. Weneed only mention those of Jahn, Rosenmiiller, 
Mendelssohn, Gesenius, Ewald and Munck. We will set forth as succinctly as 

ible the result of their researches, and we will add our own opinions. This 
summary is of course subject to question. 


1, Mizmor (“11"'9) a word derived from 7191 to sing. Hence by extension, a 
Psalm. This word sometimes precedes or follows the word 7'w, and then it sig- 
nifies poetry made for singing. 

2. Lamnatseach (my219>) derived from M¥) to conquer, govern, rale over 
Hence it is addressed to the choirmaster. Thus : “To the choirmaster, a poem 
composed by the sons of Korah.” 

Neginoth from }33, to play an instrument, to sing. A poem with accom. 
paniment for the stringed instrument of this name. 

Nechiloth, accompaniment with flutes. 

Al hashmeneth—accompaniment with eight-stringed harp. 

Shegayon from 73v to complain—a complaint. 

(ittith, Commentators do not agree as to the meaning of this word. Some 
think it means the song of the winepressers from NM} a winepress, Others suppose 
it.to be the thanksgivings of David during his sojourn at Gath. It seems to us 
more probable that the word referred to is a popular air known in the town of 
Gath. 

Al Muth Laben. The signification of these three words is uncertain. We 
prefer the rendering of the three words as forming one single word 
maSy, meaning girls ; and hence the translation would be, Psalm to be sung 
by Girls, i.¢., for the soprano. 

Michiam probably Michtab meaning the title or inscription 
of the Psalm. | 

Tephillah, prayer. Psalm 102 answers this explanation thoroughly. 

Ayelet Hashachar, “ Gazelle of the Dawn.” Psalm to be sung to an air 
beginning with these words. 

Shir, song or canticle. This title is used in the following compositions: 

In the canticle of the Dedication of the Temple. David being the authorof the 
Psalm, he must have composed it beforehand for the inauguration of the Temple 

which his son Solomon atterwards erected, and it was probably sung at the 
ceremony of consecration, ' 

Shir Yedidoth. Song of loves—epithalamium. This Psalm was composed 
in honour of a king who married the daughter of another sovereign. 

miyon vy Shir Hamahaloth. Song of Degrees. Songs probably sung by 
those who went up to Jerusalem from the provinces on the three great festivals 
when all the children of Israel made a pilgrimage to the Holy City. 

 Maskil from intelligence—melodious song, didactic poem, to be sung 
with art and intelligence. | 

Lehazkir from Vt to remember. The most plausible opinion is that of 
Mendelssohn who thinks the word refers to the fumes of the sacrifice, and in his 
opinion the Psalm was composed in order to be sung during the sacrifices. 

Yeduthun.—A musician of whom we have previously spoken, and who perhaps 
cave his name to an instrument which he had invented. It is supposed he is 
the author of the psalms which bear this name—but then the explanation of Ps. 
112, v. 1, becomes difficult, 

Al Shushanim.—On the roses, or the lilies, Poem composed for that which 


is pure as the lilies. 
Al Machalath.—Probably an instrument similar tothe flute called on Challel. 

On the dove on the distant height.” Same remark 
as to “ the Gazelle of dawn” (the name of a tune). 

ox.— Destroy not.” Same observation. 

mrp wr y.—* On the lily of the testimony.” The word Shushan probably 
means an instrument having the form of a lily (perhaps the lyre), so that the 
title might be translated “ Poem of testimony to be sung on the Shushan.” 

Lelammed from "19?, to teach ; didactic poem. 

Leannoth.—To be sung on the instrument Machaloth, 

Letodah.—Thanksgiving (for the{thanksgiving sacrifice),

5. Glorification Song. 6. Prayer. 7. Blessing. 8. Song of Thanks. 9. Song of 
Congratulation, 10. Song of Exaltation, = 

VI.—MUSIC AFTER THE TIME OF DAVID. 


There is little more to be said on the history of Music among the Hebrews 
during the Biblical period. Solomon finished in the second year of his reign the 
Temple which David designed and which was one of the wonders of the ancient 
world. It was dedicated with a musical ceremonial in the presence of an immense 

: assemblage. The twenty-four bands of Levites took part in it and the king pre- 
sided.. Behind him marched 120 cohanim with the sound of cornet till they 
reached the outer porch. There the king knelt and, with hands extended towards

pathetic prayer which the Bible has preserved to us, Then four thousand singers 


basing his opinion on the words 4M Pp (one voice), found in this Psalm, believes 
that the Psalm was sung in unison and that this mighty burst of music was like 
the roaring of the sea. The Psalm was sung to an air, carried down by tradition 
from the time of Moses and perfurmed according to all the rules of art, Then 
followed the sacrifices, 

The division in the kingdom which followed the death ef Solo mon is the 
first instance of the moral and political decadence of the children of Israel—a 
period probably unfavourable to the arts and hence probably music did not 
flourish, 721 A.C.E., the kingdom of Israel was invaded and ten tribes 
were carried off into slavery by the armies of Shalmanazar. Two 
centuries later Judea underwent the same fate—Jerusalem was taken by Nebu 
chadnezzar, the Temple of Solomon was destroyed—and instead of the trium-

| VIL—THE CHARACTER OF HEBREW MUSIC, 

The disasters which marked the fall of Jewish nationality destroyed even 
the last vestiges of our ancient splendour, The columns of the Sanctuary, the 
precious records, the sacred vessels, the musical instruments, all perished in the 
nationel shipwreck, The Levites and priests who had alone learnt the art of 
music were scattered, and it would be reasonable to suppose that the music of 
the Jews disappeared with the Temple of Jerusalem, How is it that this music 
survived almost all our sacred monuments ? How was it that it was reanimated, 
Testored and took « freshimpetus ? Nothing is more explicable for those who know 
the history of the Hebrew people and their deep affection for the Past. Eighteen 
centuries uf persecution and suffering have not vanquished Judaism. It escaped 
the sword of the Romans, the popular frenzy of the middle ages, the flaming 
stake. In vain were the scrolls of the Law torn, the Talmud burnt, the syna- 
gogues set on fire—still the immortal truths of the Decalogue and all the bright 
and comforting recollections ot the past were never torn from the Israelite’s 
heart. Thanks to a wise method of transmission which was rapidly organized 
aud which. we call tradition, all the ruins of Jewish civilization were gathered 


down from generation to generation. And thanks to this tradition, the songs uf 
our ancestors have passed through all the ages and have come down to ours age 
VIIL—HEBREW VOCAL MUSIC, . 

Compared with. the modes of the Greeks and the chaunts of 

the Book of Chronicles gives numerous particulaya on 
the practice of singing and the use of musical instruments in the Temple of 
Jerusalem, but it says nothing on the musical theory of the Jews. The question 
is—what was their system? Had

LIBERTY OF CONSCIENCE ABROAD, _ 


— 


TuEre is perhaps no greater delusion than the notion that Freedom and 
Republicanism are convertible terms. We do not refer merely to anarchical 
governments such as have from time to time existed in France, 
whose régime freedom has met with terrible reverses—the cap of Liberty 
having generally bonnetted that ill-used goddess most effectually. 
But in settled republics, freedom properly understood is somewhat at a dis_ 
count, Let us for instance take the case of Switzerland, a name proverbial 
as the supposed historical home of Liberty organized by order. It may be 
thus; but we Jews have unfortunately no reason to believe this. The Helvetian 
Commonwealth seems desirous to emulate the unenviable distinction of Rou- 


and under 


mania in standing forth among the states of Europe as a "persecutor of th 

Jewish people. The Jews have never possessed full rizhts in the cantons 

They have for the most part pursued the practice of their religion unde’, 
exceptional difficulties. A certain amount of bigotry or religious fanaticism 
has always existed in Switzerland. At one time, it may be remembered, thi. 
fanaticism led to the painful contests between the Roman Catholics and the 
Protestants, and to the troubles of the “ Sonderbund ” crisis which threateneg 
the destruction of the cantonal federalism, and almost embroiled England 
and France in a war, towards the end of the reign of Louis Putuiprr, But 
though these animosities seem to have calmed down, the Jews, as the weakest 
body, still “‘ go to the wall.” Even in cantons where in the largest communities 
exist Jews, are not permitted to have cemeteries of their own, and are obliged to 
inter their dead in Christian cemeteries—a matter specially painful for the 
dying Jew to anticipate, or for the mourning, bereaved Jew to contemplate 
Recently, more serious interference ,with the sanctity of religious 
observance has been made — and this too in a so-called Protestant canton, i.e, 
a canton in which the Protestant citizens are in the majority. It has beey 
decided by the legislature that the Jewish mode of slaughtering animals must 
be suppressed as is opposed to the doctrines of humanity, and hence thie 
Jews are denied privilege from eating the meat of cattle slaughtered according 
to the prescriptions of their Law and its interpretations. This hardship must 
indeed be keenly felt, especially as the distance of the Jewish communities of - 
the canton from other Jewish centres is so great as practically to preclude the 
obtaining from the latter meat prepared according to Jewish rites, cspe- 
cially in a country in which the means of transit and communication are by 
no means easy, and we tear our Swiss brethren are not wealthy. 
These are by no means the sole hardships under which the Swiss Jews are 
labouring. Their position in Switzerland is altogether unsatisfactory, and 


‘needs the consideration of their brethren-in-faith in happier and more influen- 
| tial countries. 


We suggest to the Swiss Government the expediency of not 
giving to neighbouring powerful states an excuse fer sympathizing with 
any oppressed portion of the citizens of Switzerland. The interference that 
led to the partition of Poland and the utter extinction of her nationality pro 
ceeded from the excuse that the “‘ Dissidents ” or non-Catholics were ill- used 


by the predominant party. It wouldjnot be well that Switzerland should becom, 


a focus for kindling the firebrands which seem now to be scattered dangerously 
on the fields of Europe. | 


We believe that in,cases like, these the Anglo-Jewish Association might 
use its good offices without disadvantage, provided its interposition be con 
ducted with delicacy. These European “ difficulties ” are not so tempting nor 
so easy to be metas the difficulties that crop up too often in Oriental countries. 


|} but they are quite as fully deserving of consideration. There is nothing in the 


observances of the Jewish people that offends public law or public morality, 
hence the slightest interference with those observances is an offence against 
liberty of conscience, and ergo against public law and public morality which 
recognized freedom of conscience as a part of {the ethics of nations. It is 
indeed strange that nations do not always learn to do justice to others by 
experience of the injustice done to them. The persecuted Puritans who fied 
from religious persecution in England to establish a home of liberty on the 
western shores of the Atlantic, founded the most effective and terrible system 
of slavery known in modern days. Switzerland and Norway, countries which 
had to sustain a fierce struggle against the tyrants that would have 
crushed them were (or we may say, are) among the last to establish freedom 
of conscience. | 

On the whole it must be allowed that the religious liberties of 
our people are not as yet wholely recognized in all Christian countries in 
practice, though they may be in theory. The Jews are no lenger considered 
by European law as aliens in the country of their birth, it is true; but their 
co-privileges with other citizens are not always fairly admitted in practice, 
We have just alluded to democratic Switzerland and democratic Norway 
But Jews are worse offin despotic Russia, to which we shall presently refer’ 
Even in Germany the Jews are slewly, very slowly, conquering their nationa) 
rights, though these rights are acknowledged by the principle of the federay 
law, and were conceded in theory by the Treaty of Vienna sixty years 
ago. As to the vexed and sickening question of Roumania, to that we need 
surely not allude. But we regret that Russia from which we expected so 
much has inflicted indirectly a most severe blow on liberty of 
conscience. We re‘erred in a recent number to the concession granted — 
by the Czar to the Society for proselytizing the Jews, The 
work ef the emissaries of proselytization among the ignorant Jews of Poland 
and Russia may be most disastrous. Liberty of conscience must be at a low 
ebb in a country in which the proceedings of the proselytizers are tolerateds 
But with what force can the Jews of England address the Czar on the sub- 
ject when in this country similar proceedings are tolerated : when societies — 
having for their object the turning of Gop’s people from obeying His Laws, 
and the interfering with the training of Jewish children according to the 
conscientious views of their parents, are permitted to parade themselves 
unblushingly, and to carry on their cruel and insidious works? Perhaps, on 


the whole, liberty of conscience is best understood in the sole remaining 
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Mussulman country of Europe, the country in which the Cross has not yet | 
gupplanted the Crescent—for there the rights of Jew and Christian stand on 
an equal footing with those of the members of ‘the “State” Church. The 
manly stand taken by the Suxtay the other day, when appealed to by the 
Evangelical Alliance, shows, that while he respects the rights of 


the members of other religions, he knows how to respect the rights of th 
members of his own. 


JEWISH ASSOCIATION FOR THE DIFFUSION OF 
RELIGIOUS KNOWLEDGE, 


— 


Ar the risk of wearying our readers with our continuous appeals for 

yarious institutions, we cannot avoid calling attention to one of the most 

meritorious and worst maintained of our communal organizations. Th® 

Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge deserves well of 
the community. Its labours carried on sometimes with a modesty which 

almost amounts to undue reserve, are of a most important and useful 
character. Its scheme is not a caprice nora chimera. Though founded by 

one of the least practical—though one of the most virtuous—of men, the late 

Barnett Apsranams, its work is carried on in the most practical manner. 

Its founder was, in the noblest sense of the term, an enthusiast; and it seems 

that his enthusiasm imbued his associates while he was living and even 

imbues his followers now that he is dead. One great feature of the institution 

is that—though its unavoidable expences are heayy—its incidental expences 

are small. It is carried on by a devoted band of workers, most of whom 

seem “to do good by stealth and blush to find it fame.” It has had, in its 
career, to struggle with difficulties of no ordinary character, difficulties the 
surmounting of which required the utmost delicacy and skill of manipulation 
no less than earnestness of purpose. The work emanated from the true love 
of a small band of workers for the religious cause of their brethren; and the 
course of trne love never yet ran smooth. 


The great object for which the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of 
Religious Knowledge was founded was to elevate the moral and religious 
condition of certain classes of our people. Various channels were grooved for 
the stream of action to flow from the original source of bounty. First and 
foremost among these we mention of the visitation of inmates of 
prisons, hospitals and asylums, carried on by a few devoted labourers in the 
‘ good cause, for years before the Council of the United Synagogue assumed 
the responsibility and organization of the work, and availed itself of its great 
infivence in order to develop it, Next we may mention the successful City 
Sabbath School which has taken marked extension in point of numbers since its 
removal to larger premises in the Free School. The religious instruction of the 
young of our people is by no means on such a footing as we could desire—but 

really in this respect more seems to be done for the children of the working classes 
~ than for those of the professional and communal classes. Until some definite 
organization of religious instruction can be settled and carried into effect, we 
must congratulate ourselves on the fact that the Sabbath School of the 
Association does good service. One day perhaps we may have weekly reli- 
gious classes attached to every synagogue in the metropolis —if our commu- 
nity, like the Wesleyans, for instance, should have an Education Board of 
its own. In connection with this branch of the labours of the Association 
for the Diffusion “of Religious Knowledge, we may mention the Sunday — 
Evening Classes for the combined religious and secular instruction of Jewish 
work girls. 


The distribution of cheap English version of the Bibles, especially to. 
schools, is a most serious and advantageous example of the activity of the 
Association. 


At one period of the Society’s existence sermons were delivered under 
its auspices in synagogues unprovided with recognized preachers—a branch 
of work which we would gladly see resumed, though we are aware of the 
great difficulty of obtaining suitable lecturers in the present clerical and 
local system of our metropolitan community. Would that the Society were 
rich enough to organize a system of occasional or itinerant preaching in 
provincial synagogues, in some of which it is greatly needed. But then for 
such a purpose the Association should be more fully supported by those of 
our provincial brethren who have the means of helping it. | 


We next come to the publication of tracts, politely called Sabbath 
Readings,'which seems to us a scarcely appropriate title, for the tracts are quite 
suitable for reading on any other day than Sabbath. Some of these issues 
are of truly great literary and ethical merit; some few are very interesting— 
though for the most part their language is more adapted for the educated 
than the uneducated. If we mistake not, however, the writers address them-— 
selves to the former quite as much as to the latter class. But the writers 
are too few, and the writings too far between. The absence of cant and 

gloom favourably distinguishes these publications from the dreadful tracts of 
our Christian brethren, which mainly consist of startling references to 
a locality not mentionable to ears polite, or of anecdotes of marvellously con_

venient sudden deaths of unconverted sinners in the midst of sin, and edifying [ 


- 
departures in the odour of sanctity of those horrible little virtuous boys who 
are always talking good, who fortunately do not exist in our community at 
all, and who—as we once before said—render a positive favour to humanity 
by invariably dying at an early age. 

The Society proposes to resume the Evening Scripture Expositions, but 
in order to render these successful, care should be taken that interesting as 
well as erudite expositors be invited to attend: and that arrangements be 
made to prevent undue interruption of the speaker. 

Surely the institution has palpable claims on public favour. Its worker 
are honorary workers. They do not even care to have their names blazoned forth 
The unavoidable expenses of the institution are heavy. Ic is with great 
surprise that we learn from the report that the institution is actually in debt. 
It needs money, a fairly large amount, to carry on its work. Can we doub 
that the amount will be forthcoming? We have institutions that minister t° 
the diseased, the afflicted, the physically feeble. But this Association minister, 
to the morally weak. The band of labourers forms a strong array as defender s 
of the faith against the foes that assail it—such foes as ignorance and 
infidelity, too often the offspring and the ally of ignorance; such foes as 
perversion which is rampant in the quarters of the metropolis where the work 
of the Association is usuaily carried on. To elevate our people morally 
and religiously is to confer on a/l classes of the people an incalculable and 
solemn benefit. It is a “levelling up” of the noblest kind. We have pleaded 
the cause of the Society unasked, uninvited but with all earnestness: for we 
regard it as the cause—not only of the Association for the Diffusion of 
Religious Knowledge, but of the great Association of Jews of the metropolis.

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_ THE TRUE ASPECT OF JUDAISM, 

Mr. Eprror.—1 never felt the value of the imperial adage, Festina lente 
more forcibly than in venturing to argue out to its legitimate issue the subject 
on which I have engaged to write. It is a subject in which one must indeed, 
for many and important reasons, hasten slowly. The discussion embraces not 
only some of the most momentous questions calculated to affect the communal 
polity of our own day ; but to give a direction to the religious opinions and views 
of the growing generation around us, into whose hands we have to entrust the 
custodianship of the Judaism of the Future. 

I may now reverse Goethe’s motto, Ohne Rast, aber ohne Hast. To build up 
the new edifice, or rather to enable one to remove the mouldering decay conse- 
quent upon the ravages which time has made, and to replace the mildewed past 
by a present sound substitute, requires, I well feel, the most careful manipulation 
of the materials under hand and a sleepless regard to the general safety of an edifice 
that has seen the mightiest nations and systems of the past grow up and flourish and 
decay, and that has withstood more than any other known monument the ravages 
of time and the scourge of man. To replace, one must inevitably displace ; other- 
wise one but encumbers the venerable pile and renders its duration less secure. 
One has indeed not only to displace old and unsightly and mouldering materials, _ 
but perchance to disturb living tenants who make a great ontery that the 
decay is not permitted to remain, so that they may retain undisturbed their abiding 


crows and the owls and the bitterns and the spiders, who have for generations 
long and drear nestled in darkness their ill-favoured progeny and spun, amidst 
the crumbling decay, their entangling webs. Let us alone! We are lords of the 
domain. We wish for no more light, no more air and no more anything, except 
it make our “Castle of Indolence” darker and Grearier and more uninviting to 
the world of light and life and vigour. We will not be driven forth. We 
will croak and hoot and frighten. The timid give up the task in despair, but 
occasionally comes one who has no fear of birds of ill-omen. He loves the storm- 
beaten home of his race. Each stone has its history. He knows that the found- 
ations are secure. He hasheard of the incomparable Architect who laid His 
foundations on the rock of ages. He sees, alas! the rottenness : but he sees that 
it is confined alone to places on which the festering ivy clings; and heed- 
less of the screeching aloft and around, he engages skilled workmen, and by dis- 
placing here and replacing there, the rocky fortress is again secured and 
restored, and the ravages of the past are made good. | 

But woe to him who, unmindful of the sanctity and security of the hoary 
pile, ruthlessly puts his hands in a spirit of spoilation to raze this stone or that, 
or to pluck the sweet-smelling flowers that entwine and embosom and perfume 
this sanctuary of the heroes of his race. 
In approaching even the outworks of Judaism, one must expect that the 
superstitions, black as night, that have found their habitat in the precincts of this our 
holy edifice, will clap their wingsin terror and that the hoarse raven will cry tothe wild 
wolf below. He who loves, spiritually, a quiet life, will pass on and leave to other 
hands the duty of driving forth those superstitions and the putting of the dear 
old house in order ; but there will be some, and come they will and must, who 
will shut not their eyes tothe sight, nor their ears to the din, and looking on the plague- 
spots with which the leprosy of superstition and the decay occasioned by the dryrot 
of indifference have tainted and doomed the house, they like the priest of old 
will remove the tainted stones and scrape the walls, and render the house once 
more habitable and a blessing to its indwellers. : 

My purpose also is to remove the festering incrustations of the ages through 
which Judaism has lived. God knows I would not pull down a stone that is 
available nor pluck a single tlower that adorns. I would but preserve and cleanse 


to effect this dearest object of my life the most approved materials reason might 
suggest taken by religious veneration from the store-honses of our own wondrous | 
history. 

This is indeed a task which no individual man and no set of men should lightly 
enter upon, even in journalistic literature. Ifin the Middle Ages, when poetry and 
art found themes worthy to be depicted and bequeathed, and when the painter, the 
sculptor and the artificer lived in their art, instead of by their art ; when breathing 
brass and blushing marble and beaming canvass and inspiring verse attested the 
religious spirit that evoked their creations and bade them ¢o be ; and if then in 
adoration of the beautiful and the sensuous, the true artist on bended knee and 
lowlier mind, devoted the genius of his intellect and the cunning of his 
fingers to the service of the Highest and the Best; surely it behoves 
a writer who claims attention from others in holy matters and who claims 
at the same time the shelter of anonymity, to be prayerfully careful that 
he eschew not only specious arguments, but to be more than ordinarily — 
careful in the promulgation of opinions weak in themselves perhaps, but 
which may gather strength from the tendency of the age to change for its sake 
alone, regardless of the admonition that “ waters once spilled,” i.c, religious 
veneration once dissipated, “ they can never be gathered in like quantity again; ” 
and that ritualistic changes once made by authority or winked at by the 
“ powers that be,” become, as far as human institution can become, permanent 
institutions affecting for good or for evil generations yet unborn. And certain 
it is, judging by our present experiences, that it is not likely that lapsed duties 


With such dire consequences as we have before us of ill-considered changes 
ssaltant upon the introduction in the past of the piyut, which in the course of — 
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| the poetaster ; and which in our day have for all practical purposes driven 
forth and exiled the grandest conceivable matias of our Sabbaths and Festivals 
from the synagogue in mistaken compromise (1) to save appearances (2) 
avowedly to bolster up this very piyut, which at best is like unto Hagar in the 
tent of Sarah and that has become the parent of one who not only sports 
with but who would despoil Isaac of his heritage—the legacy of legacies, the 
ritual that is unrivalled in the world for its grandeur and purity. 


I feel all this responsibility that I describe and yet with an utter absence of an 
iota of vanity. I do nct imagine and it is not within the scope of my ambition 
madly to suppose, that I can rehabilitate arguments, the arguments of such men 
as Maimonides and others, in more bewitching forms than those arguments alread 
stand out before the world blessed with eyes iu front instead of behind; but I do fee] 
that every man however humble his powers, can build up, as the coral-insect builds 
up, in connection with others, a structure that if only based on a secure foundation 
will grow, and stand, and abide. And I feel also that the sins of omission are as great 
and occasionally greater than the sins of commission, and that every man is as 
responsible for silence when it is time to speak as for agitating in his pride or 
his ignorance for that which had better be left as it is. I hope that all who 
approach the discussion—and all earnest men should join the ranks—will regard it 
as one outside the boundary of personality, passion and eccentric proclivity’; and 
while on the one hand they shall recognize the honest motivation of those who 
may so approach it, they shall novertheless insist on keeping the argument 
strictly within the limits of the record, viz., “institutional changes that do not 
trench on dogma,” and further be keenly on tle alert mercilessly to expose any 
attempted aryumentum ad ignorantiam, which is so astutely used by those who 
would, no doubt from the purest but mistaken notions, stifle all argument by 
the well-known party cries: authority which too often means usurpation ; 


tradition which so frequently implies the muddy accretions of past ages of craft 


and ignorance ; and to crown all, the croaking cry of “the Church in danger” ; 
that Juggernaut formula of words that would crush every effort at improvement, 
even if amongst its victims were to be found its own worshippers. 


I may aptly nse a figure of rhetoric frequently laid under contribution by | 


the best writers. ‘“‘ Modern Judaism is like a country which has been visited 
with a destructive inundation. The flood has subsided, but the face of the land 
is yet covered with the slimy sediment brought thither.” 

How many waves of persecution and barbarism, how many outbursts of 
phrenzied bigotry have swept over our institutions? Is it any wonder that the 
remains of those floods should disfigure, and in some instances wholly submerge, 
not only institutional, but dogmatic Judaism. | 

And not only is this figure true, but there is another trope equally forcible 
that may with advantage to our community be applied. The sun that lights a 
world and calls into life the sustenance for that world, will also dart rays of 
pestilence and carry death in his wings. Thus is it also with the sun of pros- 
perity, and it is a grave question to consider, whether our national prosperity, 
especially the material prosperity of modern times, has not ever been more fatal 
to the persistency of our mission than the world of evil through which our 
fathers toiled, however, deplored at the time. We will dispense with 
quotations. With our mobile characteristics, capable of assimilating ourselves 
to the varied habits of any and every nation and people in the world, we are 
at home everywhere. We unite, however, with our facile cosmopolitanism the 


doggedness of the Saxon, who absorbs the nationalities with which he comes into ° 


contact, as did the Anglo-Saxons of historic times, for despised though they were 
by their Norman Conquerors and degraded by exceptional laws, they nevertheless 
managed to swallow up their haughty conqueror, and to digestall the moral nourish. 
ment out of them that they well could yield, Soitis with us Jews, Settle where 
we may, we undergo certain uniform processes. We first have to get rid of the habits 
of our last national lodging—in those instances where the proprietors did not know 
when they well off, and got rid of their best tenants. We make a great outcry 
at starting when we have to adopt the habits of the new country of our settle- 
ment. We, by a misnomer, call our former habits, Jewish. Not a bit of it. 
They are as much Jewish as the long curls and the Jubetz and the Strahmutzel of 
the Polish Jew are Jewish ; and these are in fact just those things that the Jews 


- in the olden time did not do, nor wear, but which essentially belong to other 


climes than our own and to other ages ; and a little patience and then by degrees, 
after having called these things Chukot Hagoyim till we are hoarse, we begin 


gradually to adopt the habits of the new country, which in turn we carry 


out, and occasionally to absurd extremes, and exaggerate into masquerade, and 
then we go the same round again and call éhese things Jewish customs ; the 
venerated memories of the distant past. I wonder if the worshipper in a Portu- 
gaese synagogue, when at the elevation of the Law he grasps his garment of 


fringes and points with his hand so covered to the sacred scroll and kisses. the 


fringe and the hooded tips of his fingers, is really aware that he is doing that 
which was done in Pagan Rome by idolators, and copicd by the relic and saint 
worship of Rome's best copyists. Fancy telling a good honest Jew that he is 
adopting a practice to be seen elsewhere in the devotion associated with the 
elevation of the Host! Are the German Jews any wiser? Listen to the money- 
offerings called out at the request of sorrowing relatives and friends with solemn 
chant to help their lamented ones out of purgatory. It will interfere with 
finance if change were made, say the intelligent! Notso. There is no conceiv- 
able form of showing affection in a more sensible manner than the devoting of 
what the world holds to be best—money—for good and noble purposes ; but what 
is termed prayer—the fac simile of the mass—is what we have to put aside as 
altogether foreign to Judaism. Our obstinate adherence to customs not our own 
as if they were our own, is the stumbling block in the road to improvement.

Just as the Pole and the Russian Jew would incite the whole Jewish world to take: 
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up arms OF expend treasure to save him from the humiliation of having hisside-curl | JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 
lopped and his Jubetz shortened, his boots cleaned and his children taught how to , 


read and write the language of the country in which he actually lives, but in 
which by perversity he wishes to live according to the habits of hie previous 
sojournings, and anon, when he has once cleared himself of his superfluous hair, 
and washed his hands and face as if for a holiday, and learned how nice it sounds 
to hear his children call bim and his helpmate papa and mamma instead of “ Fatter 
and mammer,”’ then he thinks forthwith that it would be better for civilization 
to render the fifth commandment in more fashionable English “ Honour thy 

and thy mamma.” And be assured that if ever you come across a rea] 
French-polished Jewish dandy, make up your mind he is a lineal descendant of 
one of those ill-used men whose fathers called the language of the country galchus 
—christianizing ; and a general scholar second cousin to a Meshumad, and who 
grotesquely now illustrates some of vur modern Jewish manners, 


This double characteristic of ours—the slow adoption of some customs and 
an occasional indisposition to alter the status quo—has its advantages as well 
as its disadvantages. It took us many centuries to get rid of idolatry, presuming 
that we have got ridof it. We are a yielding and at the same time a stiff- 
necked people. Good ! 


To change institutions, religious, political or social, as one would change the cut 
of a coat or the fashion of wearing the hair ; the battle of chignons versus ringlets ; 
the restless desire for change ; would not only endanger, but would tend to disin- 
tegrate the whole fabric of Judaic institutionalism, We leave that, if the report 
be true, to the travesty mummeries of American Judaism, which convert the 
synagogue into a drawing-room, and its worship into a levee. Changes should 
alone be made after the gravest and most careful investigations ; first, as to the 
necessity ; next, as to the mode ; and lastly, as to the exigencies of time. 

It took us many years, indeed covering centuries, before we adopted the piyut. 
We accepted it nevertheless against the fulminations of such men as Maimo- 
nides, and indeed we have to thank the -printers for its’ incorporation into our 
prayer books and our Readers for kindly converting the synagogue into an opera 
louse tosuit the pivyut, frequently founded on popular rhythmical ballads and sung 
to well known airs. I think it would be a most unhealthy sign if the community; 
at one fell swoop, at the stroke of a pen, cleansed the prayer book of what I, or 
any other I, or any number of I’s might declare to be perilous stuff that doth 
engender there. All this and much more should not be the work of any one 
man,:be he who he may, to grant or to withhold ; nor of any number of men taken 
from society at large by the chances of the ballot, by mere hap-hazard, or on the 
strength of their good intentions alone, that dangerous quality of enthusiasts ; 
but such work, such sober, solemn work, if it is to last longer than the paper 
constitutions of fickle and ephemeral states which spring up and _ perish 
like Jonah’s gourd, must be undertaken by men in whom the community 
can and will place confidence—men who will realize the importance of 
the work and who understand at the same time what they have to do. Can such 


a representative conclave (for reasons which will appear by and bye I use this 


word in preference to Synod, though it means the same;) be assembled, and if 
so, should we, as a community, be prepared to accept the modifications so pro- 
posed ? ‘This leads us down to the formation of a faculty empowered to deal with 
the questions involved, 

Is there or was there at any period of our nationality an assembly of men 
who could for all time pronounce an er cathedra judgment binding on the nation 
in ritualistic matters? “ That’s the question.” | 


This is indeed the primary question to decide, and upon its solution the whole 
fabric of our argument must rest. This demands a careful investigation into the 
vexed data of authority, its origin and scope, and its concatenation and _per- 

sistence to the present time ; and this will form the subject of my next paper.

We are delighted to perceive that the Board of Guardians presents on this 
occasion the most satisfactory report which it has submitted for many years, 
“ The statistics given in the first table of the appendix show that there has been 
a marked decline in the number of applicants, perceptible in every class into 
which they are grouped, and the labours of past years and the liberality of the 
community have not been expended in vain. They indicate, moreover, that 
the tide of pauperism which was said to afflict the Jews has been fairly stemmed, 
and that many families have been brought into a condition of comparative 
independence.” 

“The total number of applicants during the past year was 1,869; for tho 
previous year it was 2,072 ; so small a number as 1,869 applicants has not been 
recorded since the year 1867, when the number was 1,834, The diminution ho 
arisen among the casual resident poor, and among those who pass through 
London on their way to other places. The number of cases receiving monthly 
and weekly allowances has been exactly the same at the close of 1873 as of 1874. 
The number of applicants from the casual poor shows a still more marked 
diminution than is apparent in the number of separate cases.” 

The report scarcely gives to the Board of Guardians the credit which it 
deserves, Evidently the effectual efforts of the Board have helped to attain the 
result. It should be specially recorded that there has been an increase of 
respective amounts awarded to each case. The Industrial Departments of the 
Board have received considerable impetus. For the first time since we have had 
an opportunity of reviewing and criticizing the reports and operations of the 
Board, we can give unqualified praise. Hitherto we. have diluted our praise 
rather freely with objections, But in respect to this report we are glad to state 
that the voice of the critic is mute. 

The annual meeting of the subscribers to the funds of the Board of 
Guardians is to be held at eleven o’clock on Sunday, 28th inst., at the offices of 
the Central Synagogue. We trust that there will be a large assemblage. Even 
if "criticism be necessary it is best that the subjects deserying criticism be ven- 
tilated in a large assembly. We imagine that the Board will not fear the undue 
incidence of criticism, seeing that the results they present to the public are so 
highly satisfactory. 

We are glad to learn that emigration is on the decline. If men leave England 
to seek foreign climes it is possible they have not done their best in England. 
Hence they should not make the colonies of foreign countries their ’dernier 
ressort, for if they do not answer here they will not answer there. The small 
number of new cases that occurred last year is a fresh proof of the satisfactory 
condition of the poor. 568 is a less number of new cases than recorded in any 
year since the present classification was adopted, and of this number 32, less 
than halfthe usual number, were natives. 771 of the old cases, or about the 
usual proportion, did not apply during the past year. 

Weshall refer to other features in the report next week. En atlendaat we 
must say that the Board of Guardians never appealed to the community with 
greater justice than on the present occasion, Theirs is not only an argumentum 
ad misericordiam—an appeal to the benevolent to help the poor: itis an argu- 
ment of common sense. Says the Board of Guardians in effect - “Thus have we 
done ; we have reduced pauperiam ; we have aided the helpless poor : we have 


aided the helpful poor #0 as to remove them from the category of recipients of - 


public bounty. We have given a moral impetus to the progress of our commu. 
nity. We appeal for support because we feel, and because we have proved by 
facts, that we have not only done our duty, but achieved great results,” 

The Loan Committee have been very active during the year. The advances 
and repayments are in excess of those of preceeding years, £100 advanced by 


the Board to the Loan Committee last year is the only direct contribution to its 
funds since its establishment. 


The Industrial Committee is in a promising state, 

The Work Rooms are insufficiently patronized. 

The Visiting Committee according to the report, has supplemented valuably 
the labours of the investigating Committee, 

The Medical Department works successfully under the new system whereby 
outdoor relief has been discontinued, 

The services of the Sanitary Inspector have been retained because the Jewish 
poor in the East are more likely to be influenced by an officer of the Board of 
Guardians than by the ordinary sanitary officers of the district. At least, so says 
the report. We are not quite sure that this statement is correct, But we quite 
agree with the statement ; “ While the Jewish poor congregate so thickly as at 
present in one fdistrict, |it will be impossible to give them pure homes and 


uncrowded dwellings, and although a Sanitary Inspector may not be a permanent 
member of the staff of the Roard, his services cannot at present be safely dispensed 


with.” 
The co-operation of the Board with the Jewish Workhouse, now called 
the Jewish Home, and the Soup Kitchen, has been highly successful. We who 


always advocated co-operation instead of amalgamation cannot be otherwi 
than gratified at these results. weber 


The subscriptions have increased; bnt though the Report states in an 


optimist sentiment that the financial position is satisfactory, we think it ig 
not satisfactory because great additions to the amount of contributions are 
necessary to enable the Board to do all that it would do, and could do, if 
adequately supported.

THE WHITECHAPEL BATHS AND WASIIHOUSES.

We have received a letter from Mr. 8. A. Green in reference to a paragraph 
in our journal to the effect that the openiog of the baths is at a standstill from 
the want of £270. The writer adds: “ it must be obvious to all wishing the wel. 
fare of the poor that this state of things should not be suffered longer to exist. 
Especially so when we consider the great boon conferred by the baths and 
washhouses on the poor of this neighbourhood, particularly in the washing 
department. Many of the poor having large families, and living in one or two 
small rooms, are compelled to carry on washing and drying operations in the 
small space allotted to them—ia the sleeping rooms of their children. The 
amount required might have been raised long since, had such a pressing want 
been known among the working classes, Itherefore,in conjuncticn with several 
friends, have started a project for obtaining the required amount. My friend, 
Mr. Robert Fort, Proprietor of the Foresters’ Music Hall, has, with his usual! 
kindnese, placed his establishment at my disposal for one night, free of all 
charges, in bchalf of the cause ; and we have already formed a committee. 


Sir Joun Cass’ Scuoo.t.—The anniversary of the foundation of Sir John 
Cass’ School, Aldgate, is on the 20th inst., and in ordinary course it was to have 
been celebrated on that day, but as that day fallson a Saturday the Committee 
have sua sponte decided to postpone the celebration till the following Thursday, 
on account of the great number of Jewish children attending the school. They 
form abort one half of the whole number of pupils. This Committee evidently 
evince great liberality of feeling towards the children of our faith, who like 
other pupils, are received gratuitously in the school. They receive Hebrew and 
religious instruction from an experienced Jewish instructor (Mr, Berlin). 

Tue Numa Harrog ScHoLarsHip.—We learn from the Daily News that at a 
meeting ofthe London School Board held on Wednesday,“ Ernest George Harmer 
of the Wesleyan Schools, Dalston, the winner of the Numa Hartog Scholarship, 
was called before the Board, and warmly congratulated on his success both by 
Sir Charles Reed and Mr. Currie, the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Board- 
Master Harmer is an intelligent-looking lad, not quite 13.

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JEWISH WORKING BOYS. 
| TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.. 

Sir,—I was forcibly struck with your recent remarks with reference to the 
above and can oniy regret that some abler pen than mine has not already been 
employed in enlarging on the great desirability of your proposition—say that 
boys above the age of 13 be eligible to attend the “ Institute for Jewish Working 
Men.” 

According to our Holy Law, lads of this age are considered responsible 
beings. King Solomon in his various remarks relative to the training of youth 
uses the word “y3, conveying beyond doubt the idea that during the period of 
adolescence, guardianship and guidance are superlativelyjneeded ; the same during 
childhood being a natural consequence. 

The advantages derivable from such an institution by fathers of families 
are doubtless great ; but—and where is there any advantage totally devoid of 
its drawback ?—But, I ask, whilst fathers and it would appear mothers also are 
‘deriving benefit from this agreeable haunt, what is to become of their young 
sons? They must have some pastime, and left thus to themselves they wil] 
find it as best they may and will grow up, alas! perhaps to be a reproach to 
their parents for neglecting them at the age when they most needed parental 
counsel and companionship. 

Presuming, beyond doubt, that the most wholesome atmosphere will ever 
pervade such an institute, how doubly beneficial would be its advantages if 
thus extended! Less to the matured than to the plastic mind not yet matured 
is desirable, fellowship indispensable. Who shall say at what age or in what 
spot may be engendered the germ of some blessed inspiration or aspiration ? 
Where is the father, who, partaking of the advantages of intelligent com- 
panionship, will not yearn for the presence of his boys ? 

In these dangerous times the outcry for education necessitates that the head 
shall be crammed whilst the heart and mind are left empty—neglected. What 
must be the result ! Oh, let me second you, sir, in petitioning for the “ franchise ”’ 
of these youths, even in preference to the that of fair sex whom I am no 
so ungallant as to desire to exclude as visitors, but as visitors only I would 
tolerate them ; not as speakers. Nor have I so mean an opinion of your fair 
readers as to fancy for a moment that there is one mother among them who 
would not sacrifice the gratification of hearing herself talk, for the superior one 
of listening to conversation from which her husband or sons may derive 
material benefit—aye, of listening perchance to her own young son’s maiden 
speech induced by intellectual contact. :

JUDAISM AND MODERN CHRISTIANITY. 


| 

The ZJnquirer contains a very forcible and generous leader in reference to 
the relation of liberal Christianity to Judaism. We quote a portion of it which seems 
very kindly disposed towards our people and in many respects in accordance 
with our often repeated views as to the mission of the Children of Israel in these 
days :— 

Among the best results of the progress of liberal thought in Christendom 1s the altera- 
tion in the mental attitude of persons of average culture and intelligence towards Judaism: 
{t is not too much to say that fifty years ago 1t was rare ind to find any one not’ 
having family or friendly connection with Jews who did not oe their religion as a 
worn out husk deservedly left to wither into dust afcer the kernel has been extracted, and 
who did not, more or less, look down upon its professors as being very stupid, if not very 


wicked, for declining to accept the Christian conclusion from premises common to both. { 


The idea is so ingrained, both in Catholics and in Orthodox Protestants, that Jndaism is 
merely a religious polity, intended to vanish before Christianity, that they have no concep- 
tion of the real genius of the Jewish religion, of its grandeur in the past, or of its living 
power in the present. While the latter have three gods, and the former have developed 
something like four or five, counting the Pope, the great monotheistic formula, so glibly 
read and imperfectly apprebended by orthodox. Christians: Hear, oh Israel, the Lord our 
God, the Lord is One, is regarded to this day by the Jews as, to quote a Jewish writer, 
“the sheet anchor of his religion, which he repeatedly recites in his daily prayers, and 
which is the last sound striking his ears or escaping his lips on his deathbed, geven as_ it 
forms part and parcel of the devotional exercises which his infantile tongue iF eset to 
utter.” This majestic iteration is, at last, after falling unheeded for ce Muries# upon the 
ears of an overwhelming majority of Christians, makinz itself heard with new significaace 
to many, now for the first time enabled to receive it from the fountain-head, instead of 
regarding it as merely one of the factors in the problem presented in the Athanasian 
Creed. ‘The utterance which loses all its power when instinctively associated as it is in 
the minds of the orthodox with incongruous accretions which would make it read: “ Hear, 
O Israel, the Lord our God the wees 1s Three,’ recovers its influence over religious minds 
when presented in its pristine grandeur. 

Now, also, many as awaking to the fact that to read the Scriptures wit!out taking 
any note of the opinions held — the ‘ext ae se earliest possessors can hardly be con- 
ey Bow an exhaustive method of study. A Wesleyan preacher who builds an elaborate 
theory on a mistranslation of a word in the original is censured by the learned; but 
divines, at least among Orthodox Christians, have been equally ready to build a very 
considerable structure on similar foundations, as, for instance, by adopting the rendering 
in Isaiah vii. 13 of the word meaning ** young woman ” as ‘‘virgin.’ it is true that the 
use of positive mistranslations might be avoided by simply taking the trouble to acquire 
a knowledge of Hebrew. This, however, would not obviate another bad result of Christian 
jealousy of Jewish interpretations; want of familiarity with the Jewish character, its 
excellences, and its weaknesses, with the views of the Jews on social subjects, in short, 
with the public opinion, from the -_" of which the writings accepted by Christendom 
as Holy Writ have had their rise... ¢ . ; |
